At their meeting of April 6, 2006, the Metropolitan Transit System (MTS) Executive Committee received
a staff report on the status of MTS’s compliance with the San Diego Regional Water Quality Control
Board’'s (Regional Board) Order No. 99-08-DWAQ. Included within the staff report was a request to have
the MTS Executive Committee approve the submission of recommended Supplemental Environmental
Projects (SEPs) to the Regional Board for funding approval. The Agenda and Minutes of this meeting

We are pleased to announce that we have made successful progress in meeting the terms of all the

Articles outlined within the Order. But for Article 2b and Article 6 of the Order, all remaining Articles
have been achieved.

Article 2b of the Order allocates $50,000 of the $150,000 liability towards a SEP that is to be approved
by the Regional Board. Five applicants submitted ten separate applications to the Regional Board for
consideraticn. These applications were then forwarded to MTS te decide which SEP wouid be

recommended to the Regional Board for approval. At their April 6, 2006, meeting, the MTS Executive

Committee took action to recommend the distribution of $50,000 to three SEP’s as noted in the
following table:

Metropolitan Transit System (MTS) is comprised of the I letropolitan Transit Development Board (MTDB), a California public agency, San Diego Transit Corp., and San Diego Trolley, Inc.,
in cooperation with Chula Vista Transit and National City 'ransit. MTS is the taxicab administrator for eight cities. MTDB is owner of the San Diego and Arizona Eastern Railway Company.

MTDB member agencies include: City of Chula Vista, Cit - of Goronado, City of EI Cajon, City of imperial Beach, City of La Mesa, City of Lemon Grove, City of National City, City of Poway,
City of San Diego, City of Santee, and the County of Sa: ' Diego.
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We respectfully request this recommendation be taken to the Regional Board for its approval and that
you advise us of the meeting date it will be presented. With this action, MTS believes Article 2b to be
completed.

Article 6 of the Order requires SANDAG to conduct a workshop to develop and/or refine construction
language on future MTS transit-related improvement projects to achieve better compliance to the
requirements of the NPDES General Permit. A task order to a SANDAG consultant is currently being
processed which should allow for the achievement of Article 6 by the described June 1, 2006, date.
